TE It KI BLL HOLOCAUST OF COOLIES. 


In no c«litoriul in tilt' London Toltgriipli, of 
April 22, occur* this statem en t: 
A catastrophe,alm ost unparalleletl Iii horror, 
disclosing the gross cruiTtJet of Fie Macao 
em igrant trad e tty one last aud m ort terriltle 
dem oiidtration—hapiienetl lit the China seas 
lad, May, am i I* recorded iii a Parliam entary 
rejHtrt just published. 
A vessel, called tile 
D o n ju a n , set sail on the itll of th a t month 
from Macao, bound to Peru, with six hundred 
and titty live coolies on lionrd, nim had been 
kidnapped anti itdpiKNl under tho Hag and 
w ith the anthol P.v of the Portuguese govern­ 
m ent. 
Once on lioard, this largo m ultitude 
wa* placed literally in prison 
penned on the 
m ain deck ami fastened down by three Iron 
g ratings, which closed the hatches, ten coolies 
a t a tim e only being allowed to com e oil deck 
The ship s aile I in lair w eather from Macao. 
On tho second day of tho voyage, as declared 
by llerk er, an A ustrian seam an, the captain 
Bt l r lei I twonty coolies aud put them iii irons, 
with much brutality, as an exam ple to the 
others. 
On tho third day a difficulty arufc 
about the food passed down to the em igrants. 
T he interpreter got angry and struck those 
who com plained with his cane, whereupon the 
w retched coolies m ade a rush a t their Euro­ 
pean jailors. 
Tile iron batches were itnme- 
d iately slam m ed back upon them , ami, when 
the poor creatures beat upon the beam s and 
plauks to g et air. and m uskets were fired 
down into the crowd. 
It then appears that, 
in desperation, some few of the coolies set lire 
to a storeroom forward, hoping no doubt to 
force the crew to throw tiieir prison open. The 
sailors tried to pum p w ater down upon the 
sent of the conflagration, but the frenzied men 
below passed the bose out of Hie jiortholes, so 
that pum ping becam e useless. 
Theu the fire 
spread beyond all control, and volumes of 
thick sm oke rolled into tho m ain deck, chok­ 
ing the m ass of coolies at either cud, who had 
taken no p art iii the previous proceedings. 
Bad tongues of flame and suflbruting clouds 
filled the ship below batches, while the miser- 
ttltle prisoner* beat ut the iron gratings, ton* 
a t tha fastenings of tho deck, aud even en­ 
deavored to get up to tim air through the ven- 
td ito rs. 
Tim port-holes, however, were fas. 
. toned, the dead lights w ere too sm all to allow 
Of a m an’s Univ passing, and the ventilators 
were b a w d so th at then* was no escajte. 
in 
tw o hours* tim e tho tho was ‘V etabl-.-Ii- d on 
t ie m ain deck,” w bidi m eans th a t scores ol 
tho Chinese had already bern roasted 
or 
sm othered; yet the crow never took i single 
step loWard saving the lives of the imprison,* I 
w retches. 
They merely lowered three boat? 
on their own account and pu he I oil from tit * 
borning veojc', leaving all that m ass of bunion 
Creatures pent in a floating boil of fear aud ) 
agony. 
The sea calm ; lite hatches m ight 
s Holy liav boeu elicited at the last m om ent; 
yet the Don Ju an ’s captain and hands put oil' 
while the ship biog, d, and while the coolie 
perished inside witii frightful cries aud scream*. 
Tim scoundrel m aster and crew saved their 
villainous lives; a junk picked them up, and 
th e sam ) witness who tolls this says th at when 
the tw enty GIB nose iu Iruus who were u|w u 
the forecastle broke aw ay their fetters ond 
sw am tow ards the junk, they wert* ruthlessly 
pushed oft’Into the sea to drow n. 
Meantime, 
in their awful terror, the survivors of the six 
hundred and flfly-flve Indow found some mean* 
of bursting the fore-hatch. 
Scores were by 
this limo killed by the dam es or the sm oke; 
scores had been I rarfipled down in tho frenzied 
rush for life to the upper deck. 
A bout a hun 
drod in all a t last emerged from th at G olgotha 
of anguish, and leaped ut once into the sea. 
A few m anaged to g e t hold of spam and float­ 
in g gear, and h u n g u p o n th c ie till som eiislhrig 
boats picked them up next morning. 
The 
m ajority were already m ortally injured when 
they escaped, or were drowned, or crushed by 
the filling chains and spars of the *iiip.

a t least live hundred were first scoa-hod to 
de atli, or choked am i tram pled dead, before 
th e infernal prlson-goto was forced by the 
breaking o pes of th e hatches, which the cap­ 
tain and crew had so sh auiefully ic it fast."
